A Blind. Muilcluu. 


One of tho most remarkable musicians in 


the world is Dr. David D. Wood, the organ- 
ist of St. Stephen's Church, Philadelphia. 
He is totally blind. 
"When he desires to 


learn a piece of music he scats himself at 
the piano or organ," says The Philadelphia 
Record, "and Miss Burdelte, his private 
secretary, stands near him with the music 
in her hand. She describes to him the 
music by telling him the key and giving him 
the time and movement. 
Then she reads 


the notes for several bars, which are inten- 
ded for the right hand movement. The 
reading is done as fast as the lips can move 
Then as she starts to read that part of tho 
music intended for the left hand, Dr. Wood 
plays what, she has already read for the 
right hand, and follows her words with the 
left hand, thus making the exercise com- 
plete. 
When the entire piece is gone over 


in this manner but once, so wonderful is the 
memory of Dr. Wood that he can play the 
piece through without assistance, and will 
always retain it in his memory. So per- 
fectly is Dr. Wood schooled iu musical form, 
which is a higher branch of music only ac- 
quired after years of study, that he can 
often anticipate Miss Burdette in the read- 
ing of a piece of music that he never liearc 
before."

liarge of the jury, to keep them together 
without meat or drink, water excepted, 
ntil they should agree upon a verdict, 
udge Caldwell interposed and directed the 
lerk not to administer tho oath. The Judge 
aid that jurors performed duties quite as 
mportant as those of the Judges and should 
e treated with the same consideration; 
liat in order to discharge their duties in- 
elligently they should be afforded every 
acility for deliberation under conditions of 
iiind and body that will evoke their best 
udgtnent; that starving, freezing, depriva- 
ion of sleep and denial of all comforts is 
ot the best mode of doing this, and that 
he old method of treating jurors was cruel, 
mrbarous and inhuman. 


Judge Caldwell then went on to say to 


lie jury that they might retire to their

must also remember that if they are allowed 
certain privileges, that if they abuse them 
;hey must expect to suffer for such abuse 
Jurors in these days, and especially in this 
county, realize the responsibility that rest! 
upon them and are true to their ofticia 
duties, having a high sense of honor for 
their oaths. If jurors will respect the duties 
and responsibilities of their office they may 
expect such accommodations as will mater 
ially lighten their burden.

The collection and ar- 
rangement of these documents for print 
required odd moments for a number of 
years, and the work was done and published 
for private circulation in 1886, by Gen. W. 
W. H. Davis, now living at Doylestown, 
Pa. 


Gen. Davis was an officer in the Mexican 


war, Brigadier General in the Union army 
of the civil war, later Governor of New 
Mexico, and United States Commissioner to 
the 1878 Paris Exposition. His military, 
civil and literary records constitute him an 
authority on the subject here discussed. 
On page 30, of the "Life of John Davis," 
are these statements :

"William Simpson was a soldier of the 


revolution.

1732, he is supposed to have immigrated 
from the North of Ireland between 1748 and 
1750, and settled in Buckingham Township, 
Bucks County, Pa.

He married Nancy 
Hines, of New Britain, was the father of 
two sons and two daughters — John and 
Matthew, and Ann and Mary. Matthew 
removed to near Zanesville, 0., in 1810 ; 
^Tohn lived and died in the county ; Ann 
married John Davis. William Simpson died 
in 181(i, aged 84. * * * Gen. Grant's 
mother descended from the Bucks County 
Simpsons." 


The 
difference 
between 
Montgomery 


County in Jesse Root Grant's letter and 
Bucks County in Gon. Davis' statement is 
very slight. Montgomery County was 
part of Philadelphia until 1784. 
Both join 


the present City of Philadelphia, on the 
west and north, and the entire territory 
where the early Davises and Simpsons lived 
is within a radius of about forty miles from 
the present public building in Philadelphia. 


Thus Gen. Grant's great-grandfather was 


William Simpson, who was father of John 
Simpson, who was father of Mrs. Grant. 
The Roots also married witli the Grants in 
Ohio, and the present and preceding genera- 
tion of Hoots claim a first consulship with 
the Ohio Davises.

Ho had closed one branch 
of his argument, tittering tho concluding 
sentence nnd the final word distinctly and 
with his natural cadence, his form erect, 
hi.s eve clear and bright, when tho hand ol 
death suddenly arrested his earthly course.

At n grand banquet lasting 
three or four hours the guests reclined on 
cout lies, supporting themselves on one ol- 
bow nnd eating with tho lingers from 
dishis placed by the slaves in the middle 
of the table. 
Obviously this was an awk- 


ward position, and one that made it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to keep food and 
drink from dropping on the clothing oitho 
draperies of tlio couch. 


The ancient custom of eating in n reclin- 


ing position came easy and natural to peo- 
ple in warm climates. It. is all right whore 
the lloors are not damp, but ills not suited 
to the conditions of life in cold countries. 
And so we ilnd the custom of sitting at 
meaU in vogue among tho people ol 
ITrniice, Germany and England. — Lippin- 
cott's.

Now there is 
only one ferry, so it Is eosiei- to go to Stat- 
en Island than it used to be, but Now 
York has no chance to prevent that. 


Stnton Island has four pre-ominont at-

Snug harbor. It doesn't have Constable 
Hook, because that is in Now Jersey. 
But its simiko and smells drift over on 
Staton Island nnd place the devoted isle 
under n cloud of more than suspicion.

tractlou. On Sundays and holidays New 
Yorkers go there, n:id Staton Islanders 
non't; on Mondays "wash trains" are run 
ti» take tho Staten Islanders to the beach.

Primitive Tire Engine*. 


The oldest known fire engine for pump- 


Ing water is probably the one mentioned 
in the " Spiritalin'' of Hero, about 150 B. C. 
This engine, it, is said, was contrived with 
two single ncting pumps with n single 
beam pivoted between the two for working 
the plungers. Tho streams cf water united 
In a single discharge pipo and passed up a 
trough having nn air chamber and out of 
a nozzle which might bo turned m any di- 
rection as desired. Jlro engines appear 
also to have been used extensively by tho 
early Ramans, who furthermore organized 
regular fire brigades. 


In the early part of tho sixteenth centu- 


ry a flro engine known as a " water syr- 
inge" was introduced, which in a measure 
resembled the modern forms of flro en- 
gines. This wns mounted on wheels, and 
tho water was poured by levers. This form 
of engine was very generally used in Ger- 
many. In England about the same time 
large brass syringes were used. These 
held several quarts of water and wore op- 
erated by three men, two of them holding 
the syringe at each side with one hand and 
directing the nozzle with the other, while 
the third operated the plunger, -it was 
necessary, after having discharged the Wa- 
ter from tho syringe, to refill it from a 
well or cistern nonr tho fire or from buck- 
ets. The syringes were later fitted to port- 
able tanks ol water. The first successful 
flro engine was probably the Newsham on- 
gino, and this was the pioneer of manually 
operated fire ouglnes. Tho pumps in these 
engines were built on many different do- 
signs, but in most cases they were operat- 
ed by levers. Fire engines similar in form 
to tho Nowsham engino were in use up to 
tha year 1850.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Alluvial Gold. 


Before tho Koyal society of New South 


Wales a monitor recently presented n 
eiunmnry of tho various reasons which 
have been put forth to* account for the ox- 
Istenco of alluvial gold other than the old 
and accepted ono—Unit it had boon set free 
by processes of disintegration. Details arc 
also given of a largo number of experi- 
ments made with a view to determine 
whether n nucleus of gold, Immersed in a 
gold solution and in the presence of such 
substimces as would be likely to occur in 
naturo, will increase in weight, tho con- 
clusion being that gold is deposited when 
the nucleus is in contact not only with 
metal iferous sulphides and arsenides which 
form strong galvnulo couples, but also 
with mich substances as iron oxides, char- 
coal, graphite, sandstone, granite, quartz, 
clay and marble, which form but weak 
galvanic couples with the gold nucleus. It 
la doubtful, he thinks, whether the com- 
mon assertion as to the greater fineness of 
DUgget as compared with coarse vein gold 
has any foundation In fact. With fine al- 
luvial gold than) is such a difference, but 
this LH thought, to result from the removal 
of silver and other impurities by solution, 
owing; to tho larger relative surfaces ex- 
posed. Furthermore, the author assumes 
that large nuggets could be artificially 
produced by methods used In his own ex- 
periments, and that gold Is probably being 
go doi>oslted at the present day.

A simple and cheap mode of making a 


continuous flashlight, or electric torch, is 
described by a correspondent in tho Phila- 
delphia Record.

"one reacningto thtTBottom or -tnc-ftuia to 
receive air blown hi through the lamp, or 
from a pair of bellows, while the other, 
starting from near the top, carries out the 
jet of magnesium powder blown through 
tho first. luto the cork is lot a ring ol 
wire, rolled rnund with cotton wool 01 
tow, placed at the top of a wire rod at- 
tached to cork. • The tow or wool is satu- 
rated with methylated spirit and ignited, 
and the jet of magnesium powder is con- 
veyed by tho exit cylinder just through 
the ring of fire, anil thus continuously 
ignited. He finds the apparatus both use 
ful and effective.

Dr. C. H. Merriam, chief of tho division 


of ornithology of tho agriculture depart 
ment, has boon engaged for several years 
in tho examination and analyzing of the 
contents of the stomachs of hawks, owls 
crows and other birds supposed to be inju 
rious to tho crops of the farmer. The 
stomachs of more than 7,000 birds have 
been amuyzuu, uua »ooaita oHow timt, t.hh 
popular idea regarding the Injirrlcms-rnv- 
ages of certain birds is entirely wrong, 
and that they have been the victims of un- 
just persecution. 


This has been found to be especially the 


ease with hawks and owls, for tho slaugh- 
ter of which many states gives bounties. 
Pennsylvania intwn years gave over $100,- 
000 in hawk and owl bounties. Examina- 
tions of the stomachs of these birds provec 
conclusively that 95 per cent of their foot 
was field mice, grasshoppers and crickets, 
which were infinitely more injurious to 
farm crops than tho birds themselves. It 
was found that only flve kinds of hawks 
and owls ever touch poultry and those only 
to a VPTY limited extent
